Turning Point in B,C. ’s History

The nine day first session of the 30th B.C. legislative as¬ 
sembly wound up late Friday with the new NDP government 
claiming it was complete success. 

The principal aim of the government was to bring about 
a “better distribution of wealth” in the province and this was 
achieved, it was claimed, by passage of legislation to provide 
a guaranteed minimum income of $200 a month for the aged 
and handicapped and a $2 minimum wage, up from $1.50. 

Premier Barrett said following prerogation of the house the 
special session which opened Oct. 17 marks a turning point in 
the history of B.C., ending a century of focus on material 
needs and beginning a new era with emphasis on the needs of 
people.

Other party leaders reacted less enthusiastically to the 
happenings of the session which lasted nine days. The Liber¬ 
als and the Progressive Conservatives, with some reserva¬ 
tions, said the special session had served a useful purpose. 
But the official opposition, Social Credit, disagreed. 

Opposition leader W. A. C. Bennett said Barrett called the 
special session to campaign for the federal NDP in Monday’s 
national elections and he glso charged some of the premier’s 
statements were calculated to "kill the private enterprise 
system in B.C.” 

Bennett said the session was unnecessary because the 




things achieved by the government, including boosting of the 
guaranteed monthly income for the aged and handicapped, 
could have been done by cabinet order in council. 

The issues which did need debate in the house, encour¬ 
agement of secondary industry and farm product processing 
with low interest loans and abolition of succession duties, 
probate fees, and the gift tax weren’t touched by the NDP, he 
said. The result was a session of electioneering paid for by 
the B.C. taxpayer. 

“The NDP is trying to kill private enterprise in B.C.,” Ben¬ 
nett added. “The premier didn’t have to announce they were 
planning to take over major companies in three or four years 
from now. They did it by design in my opinion.”

CHICOUTIMI, Que. (CP) — 
A separatist demonstration 
overwhelmed Prime Minister 
Trudeau’s own supporters 
here Friday, generating the 
most dramatic confrontation 
in the campaign for Monday's 
federal election. 

Trudeau, who normally 
speaks in a quiet, almost soft, 
voice was forced to shout into 
the microphone at a shopping- 
centre rally here to overcome 
the constant noise of the dem¬ 
onstrators. 

Many of them cried: 

“Le Quebec aux Quebecois" 
—Quebec for Quebecers. After 
one such chant, the prime 
minister yelled: 

"Le Quebec aux Quebecois, 
mats egalement, Le Canada 
aux Quebecois aussi” 
Quebec for Quebecers, but 
Canada for Quebecers, too.” 

Towards the end of the in¬ 
terrupted rally. Trudeau sup- 
porters scuffled with separat¬ 
ists in the crowd and placards 
were tom. 

The crowd, numbering 
about 500, was in strong con¬ 
trast to the welcome given the 
Liberal leader as he descend¬ 
ed from his chartered jet at 
the local airport. 

There, party marshals 
wearing white arm bands 
urged a crowd of supporters 
to move near the aircraft 
steps for Trudeau’s descent 
and then had them form a 
crushing gauntlet for him to 
shake hands through on the 
way to his limousine. 

Chicoutimi has been a 
strong centre of separatist ag¬ 
itation for several years and 
Conservative Leader Robert 
Stanfield ran into a reaction 
similar to the prime min¬ 
ister's earlier in the cam¬ 
paign. 

That prompted questions 
about the scheduling of the 
flight from Montreal for the 
30-minute meeting, along with 
recollections of a similar but 
more violent incident in Mon¬ 


treal on the eve of the 1968 
election. 

The 1968 separatist attack 
on Trudeau was credited with 
gaining him more support 
from non-separatists and Eng¬ 
lish-speaking Canada. 

Jim Davey, a senior Tru¬ 
deau aide, was asked after¬ 
wards whether the Chicoutimi 
shouting had been staged. 
“We like our politics hot,” he 
replied. 

Trudeau appeared to be sti¬ 
mulated by the opposition in 
the crowd and counter-at¬ 
tacked vigorously in French.

Hospital ‘Brutality’ 
Probed bv B.C. 


VANCOUVER (CP) - The 
B.C. government has 
launched an investigation into 
charges that some hospital or¬ 
derlies are brutally injuring 
and abusing elderly helpless 
patients at Vancouver Gener¬ 
al Hospital. 

Peter Breel. manager of the 
provincial government’s hos¬ 
pital consultation division, 
was sent to Vancouver Thurs¬ 
day to investigate. 

"We’re extremely con¬ 
cerned about this." Breel said 
in an interview later. “We’re 
going to investigate the entire 
proceedings even it it takes 
weeks until we know just ex¬ 
actly what the situation is at 
the hospital annex.” 

The annex houses 97 crip¬ 


pled. aged, senile and mental¬ 
ly deranged patients. 

Recently, a hospital orderly 
went to private investigator 
William Mason to seek help 
for these patients when com¬ 
plaints by him and practical 
nurses of staff brutality went 
unheeded by the hospital’s ad¬ 
ministration. 

Dr. L. E. Ranta, medical 
director of the hospital, said 
in a telephone interview that 
conditions in the annex were 
appalling and “probably re¬ 
sponsible for some of the 
staff’s frustrations.” 

He said some complaints of 
aggressiveness by orderlies 
had been brought to his atten¬ 
tion but “upon investigating 
these complaints staff 
mqjp.bftrs failed to confirm 
any incident."

Campaigning by radio and 
television ceases tonight. The 
election law and the Broad¬ 


casting Act now stipulate that 
the airing of campaign 
speeches and commercials 
must cease for election day 
and the day before — in this 
case, for Sunday and Monday. 

There is no similar provi¬ 
sion governing newspapers or 
other print media. 

The Elections Act also 
states that no one shall “fur¬ 
nish or supply,” or “use or 
wear" any political campaign 
flag, ribbon, label or similar 
badge during the last two 
days before polling day, or on 
election day.

Hesitantly, t h e father 
agreed to an interview, but he 
requested that their names be 
withheld for fear of possible 
reprisals against friends who 
are still in Uganda.

8 .

Stanfield also aimed heavy 
criticism at what he called a 
tax-supported army of consul¬ 
tants imposed on the public 
service and which he said 
would cost the treasury $500 
million this year. 

Despite all of this advice, 
Canada still had an immigra¬ 
tion policy that was mere 
chaos, penal reform that was 
a public outrage, an unem¬ 
ployment insurance plan that 
was a recipe for bankruptcy 
and a post office unable to 
improve its mail service. 

Stanfield repeated his prom¬ 
ises of immediate income tax 
cuts and reviewed party poli¬ 
cies on foreign takeovers.

Have No Fear 
Of U.S.—Lewis

WINNIPEG (CPI -- Cana¬ 
dians should have no fear that 
the United States will make 
war to retain access to Cana¬ 
dian resources, David Lewis. 
New Democratic Leader said 
Friday. 

"I am worried about the 
fact that the Americans can 
take us over now without a 
war." 

He made the comment dur¬ 
ing a question and answer 
session at the University of 
Winnipeg as he took a last 
Western campaign swing be¬ 
fore Monday’s federal elec¬ 
tion. 

The question was put by an 
elderly man in the audience 
of about 1,000. He asked how 
Lewis would keep Canada 
free if an NDP government 
put stricter controls on exixjrt 
of Canadian raw resources. 

The questioner said the U.S. 
had gone thousands of miles 
beyond its borders to fight in 
Vietnam. 

Lewis said he would not he 
scared off by industries say¬ 
ing they would raise prices to 
buyers if forced to pay higher 
taxes. 

‘•T’m darned if they're going 


to intimidate mo,” said the 
NDP leader, who claims 
many corporations have been 
getting off too lightly in the 
matter of taxe- 

The heaviest degree of 
foreign ownership in Canada 
lies in those companies ex¬ 
tracting resources, Lewis 
said. In most cases the re¬ 
sources were sold abroad. 

In general, any resource 
company selling on the world 
market would not be able to 
jack up its prices unless it 
wanted to go out of business. 

As far as oil companies are 
concerned, Ix’wis said, there 
isn't any competitive market 
anywhere. The major compa¬ 
nies simply divided up the 
world and set prices for their 
products, acting as an “inter¬ 
national cartel.”

LONDON (UPI) — Serious 
political considerations and 
military setbacks, far more 
painful than North Vietnam 
has acknowledged, prompted 
the haste in Hanoi’s sudden 
insistence on an immediate 
Vietnam peace settlement. 

Qualified diplomats who 
have close contacts with the 
North Vietnamese ascribed 
the unprecedented haste to a 
variety of considerations in

Hanoi following its recent 
close review of the future 
Vietnam strategy. 

The military situation has 
been presenting growing prob¬ 
lems lately they said. The 
U.S. bombing has been caus¬ 
ing very serious damage and 
disruptions on a scale not ex¬ 
perienced in past years of the 
heaviest fighting. The block¬ 


ade of North Vietnamese 
ports has cut short necessary 
supplies gnd those that are 
getting through are limited.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Please 
settle a little argument. Is 
pneumonia caused only by 
cold and drafts, or why do el¬ 
derly patients in a hospital 
often develop it, although 
treated for some other 
illness? 

Also, is the cause of appen¬ 
dicitis a neglect to go to the 
bathroom in time, or what 
can another reason be?— 
31. F. 

Pneumonia is inflammation 
of the lungs and can be 
caused by a lot of things. Most 
usually it is infection from the 
pneumococcus or some other 
germ. However, there is such 
a thing as “viral pneumonia,” 
from various viruses. 

Whatever the germ, the 
pneumonia frequently starts 
as “a cold.” But that doesn’t 
mean that "colds cause pneu¬ 
monia.” It’s the germ. Drafts 
don’t cause pneumonia. 

There’s also such a thing as 
‘‘chemical pneumonia,” 
caused by irritating chemi¬ 
cals getting into the lungs. As 
an example, children who 
swallow poisons (including a 
lot of common household 
chemicals) and vomit the 
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stuff and in the process get 
some of it into the lungs. 

Finally, elderly patients, 
confined to bed, can develop 
lung congestion known as 
“stasis pneumonia.” Circula¬ 
tion is sluggish, fluids ac¬ 
cumulate. This congested 
area is a fertile ground for 
any sort of organisms that 
can cause pneumonia. 

That is why such patients 
should lie gotten onto their 
feet as soon as possible. If it 
isn’t possible, they should be 
moved or rolled from one side 
to the other periodically. 

About appendicitis : 
bathroom habits don’t cause 
it. Usually there is some ob¬ 
struction within the appendix. 
Germs work their way in and 
infection follows.

Charter Firms

Indeed, it is fatal in al¬ 
together too many cases. 


Treatment involves a vari¬ 
ety of things, first of which is 
giving up smoking. Medica¬ 
tion can be used to loosen 
phlegm, and to keep the air¬ 
ways open. Proper breathing, 
to make the most efficient use 
of the remaining lung capaci¬ 
ty, is helpful, and breathing 
exercises contribute to this. In 
severe cases, periodic use of 
oxygen helps.

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Health of the Nation 


T HE TWO CONSERVATIVE CANDIDATES in 
this area, Allan McKinnon in Victoria and 
Donald Munro in Esquimalt-Saanich, have some¬ 
thing to recommend them besides their adherence 
to the policies of the party and their records of ser¬ 
vice to the nation and the community. Both are in¬ 
dividualists, with progressive ideas of their own 
that will help to make them effective members of 
Parliament. 

Mr. McKinnon, for example, has some arrest¬ 
ing views on Canada’s possible association with the 
European Common Market, involving a very neces¬ 
sary broadening of the trade base. 

Mr. Munro has gone a step or two farther than 
the general party membership in appraising illegal 
use of narcotics "the biggest single threat to Cana¬ 
dian youth today” and demanding adequate deter¬ 
rent in law to check the spread of this evil. 

This is a field in which this newspaper has 
long been active, warning repeatedly of the explo¬ 
sion in addiction, particularly in this province, and 
trying to find meaningful support from men in 
public life in eliminating the trafficker and bring¬ 
ing the victims back to a normal way of life. It has 
been John Munro, federal minister of health and 
welfare, who has been a target for his lack of 
response to what must be considered a crisis. 
Oddly, it is a man of the same surname who now 
emerges as champion of a cause, who recognizes 
the emergency and who demands action. 

Mr. McKinnon, as a school teacher and chair¬ 
man of the Greater Victoria school board, is as well 
aware of the narcotics problem as Mr. Munro. His 
associations with youth have been more intimate. 
Both men have indicated an interest and belief in a 
program to encourage physical fitness that must 


have its origin in the schools but a continuity that 
will make it attractive in adult years. It would to a 
degree counteract the temptation of narcotic ex¬ 
periment, an aspect of the problem recommended 
for careful study for possibly concentrated effort. 

The Conservative program includes, as well as 
an 'attack on the source of narcotic supply, and 
complementary educational and preventive organi¬ 
zation, "greatly increased” treatment and rehabili¬ 
tation centres. 


These are priorities which, even if they have 
been recognized, have not brought the necessary 
response from the federal government. 

What Mr. Munro and Mr. McKinnon promise 
and which their party has established as an imme¬ 
diate objective, is a National Institute for Alcohol 
and Drag Addiction. This would parallel to some 
extent the aims of institutes already operative in 
many provinces, hut it would co-ovdinftte resewettv 
and treatment on a national scale, and bring com¬ 
munity agencies into close and continuing contact! 

These are fine goals, and just as important as 
creating new job opportunities and controlling in¬ 
flation and all the rest of the objectives of a 
successful administration. 


Robert Stanfield, leader of the Conservatives, 
believes that the best way to stimulate the sagging 
Canadian economy is through various forms of in¬ 
centive, and creation of more spending power by 
reducing personal taxes. But he and his candidates 
also believe in preserving the health of the people, 
and in encouragement of a higher standard of 
physical fitness along with higher standards of liv¬ 
ing. As a matter of fact, it isn’t possible to fully 
enjoy one without the other. 


Armchair Athletes 


P HYSICAL FITNESS of Canadians is a subject 
that has crept into the federal election cam¬ 
paign here and there, which is a pity. It should have 
have burst on to the scene. Even though we might 
not like being told we’re a soft lot, it is time to face 
up to the sorry situation. There has to be a relation 
between soaring health costs and the flabbiness 
that is showing. 

The sag is revealed in startling manner by sta¬ 
tistics quoted in an article on this page the other 
day by writer Robert Cameron. In decrying the 
promotion of such events as the politics-tarnished 
Olympic Games and calling for a “playing fields 6f 
Eton” concept for Canadian young people, he 
wrote: 

"In a sampling of physical condition by the 
famous Kraus-Weber tests, 59.9 per cent of North 
American children failed one or more of the six 
critical indicators, whereas only 8.7 per cent of Eu¬ 
ropean children did ...” 

There can be little doubt that television has 
turned Canadians and Americans alike into arm¬ 
chair athletes, which is the main reason for the 
poor showing in the Krause-Weber tests. But can 
the youth, if not their elders, be rolled away from 
the tube? 

Both the Liberals and Progressive Conserva¬ 
tives (the NDP doesn't appear to have any time for 
sport) have talked about improving the physical 


image of Canadians by subsidizing in one way or 
another top levels of athletics. But this isn’t going 
to get the masses moving but rather plant them 
more solidly in front of TV sets. 

As Dr. Eric Bannister of Simon Fraser Univer¬ 
sity commented after Prime Minister Trudeau stat¬ 
ed the Liberals’ position: There is nothing more con¬ 
ducive to poor physical development among the 
general population than concentrating on the elite 
in sport. 

Why Tory Leader Stanfield hasn't used some 
of his campaign time to expand the Conservative 
sports policy is strange because it would appear to 
contain some good points. True, it includes the cre¬ 
ation of “centres of excellence" for the glamor ele¬ 
ment. But there is more. 

Training programs for Canadians of all ages 
would be established at designated locations in 
each province — perhaps in conjunction with uni¬ 
versities and colleges or YM-YWCAs and similar 
organizations. Such programs would also train 
community workers in newly emerging techniques 
for physical fitness and “methods of motivation of 
people for exercise.” 

It is the "methods of motivation” part on* 
which there should be concentration, because the 
major problem would be in getting people off their 
backsides.

After retiring to Victoria in 
November 1965 we bought a 
house in March 1966. 

Gross taxes on our property 
were then $516.01. The gross 
taxes now are $844.94. repre¬ 
senting an increase of 63.7 |»or 
cent in six years. 

Fortunately we do not have 
to worry about the cost of 
food, clothing, transportation 
and those other basic necessi¬ 
ties which pose a very real 
problem to so many in this 
area who are defenceless in 
the face of the ever-increasing 
price of goods and services.

Phenacetin. an analgesic 
which also helps reduce fever, 
was considered the most dan¬ 
gerous, the editorial said. 
Most, often, it is used in "mix¬ 
tures" or compounds with 
aspirin. 

Rut the articles also said 
that aspirin itself may cause 
kidney damage over long 
periods, and also other dis¬ 
orders, 

One study by Dr. Adam L. 
Linton, medical professor at 
the University of Western On¬ 
tario, I^ondon, showed that 
about one of every 20 persons 
receiving kidney dialysis 
treatment is a victim of such 
drug abuse. 

In Europe, about three per 
cent of all kidney transplants 
are done on patients who have 
analgesic nephropathy caused 
by use of these compounds 
over extended periods, the ar¬ 
ticle said. 

‘ This drug abuse implies 
the dally consumption of four 
to six tablets of analgesic 
compounds over three years, 
but many patients consume

many times this amount, 
said. 

Wilson said many people 
don't, consider these common¬ 
ly-advertised remedies as 
drugs and that daily use in 
common in Western counties 
in up to 10 per cent of the pop¬ 
ulation.

The Millstream Road land

Critics Claim Infant NDP Scaring Investors

Thirteen pieces of leg¬ 
islation were passed by 
B.C.’s first New Demo¬ 
cratic government during 
the special fall session of 
the legislature that end¬ 
ed at 3:53 p.m. Friday. 

The session, during which 
the NDP administration out¬ 
lined its priorities tor the 
province, began Oct 17 and 
ended after nine days of sit¬ 
tings. 

Chief Justice J. Q. Wilson of 
the B.C. Supreme Court, ad¬ 
ministrator of the province, 
I gave royal assent to the legis¬ 
lation In the absence of Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor John Nichol¬ 
son, who is on vacation. 

Income Guarantee 

The legislative spotlight for 
the session was focused on the 
government’s plan to provide 
a 5200-a-month minimum 
guaranteed income for han¬ 
dicapped persons and citizens 
65 or over living in B.C. 

All opposition parties sup¬ 
ported the principle behind 
, the scheme but railed against 
the government for its alleged 
, lack of organization in prepar¬ 
ing the legislation and for the 
confusion which surrounded 
its passage through the house. 

Basic Minimum 

The basic minimum will go 
to approximately 110,000 pen¬ 
sioners — of whom roughly 
1,200 now get the maximum 


$191.10 with federal and pro¬ 
vincial supplements — and 
some 5,000 handicapped. 

It ^ wasn’t until midway 
through the session that the 
federal government notified 
Premier Dave Barrett that it 
would not share the cost of 
the plan on a 50-50 basis 
through the Canada Assis¬ 
tance Plan. Instead Ottawa 
suggested the province 
operate the scheme through 
the Social Assistance Act. 

Hasty Changes 

This called for some hasty 
amendments to the legislation 
and also meant the B.C. gov¬ 
ernment would only be getting 
about 35 per cent of the cost, 
estimated at about $58 mil¬ 
lion, from Ottawa instead of 
the 50 per cent. 

Most of the legislation dealt 
with at the session was 
spelled out clearly in advance 
with the exception of a gov¬ 
ernment proposal to make 
major revisions in controver¬ 
sial labor laws — dissolving 
the three-man mediation com¬ 
mission and repealing Sec¬ 
tions 18 and 19 of the Media¬ 
tion Act which allowed the 
government to order an end 
to strikes and provided for 
binding settlements of labor 
disputes which were deemed 
to be detrimental to the public 
interest. 

This bill was the subject of 
some of the stormiest debate 
in the house because of what 
the opposition said were 
"sweeping powers" given to 
the minister of labor.

The government said the

Bans Repealed 

Barrett’s NDP government, 
which took office Sept. 15 
after sweeping out the Social 


Credit party in the Aug. 30 
election, also repealed 1971 
legislation banning liquor and 
tobacco advertising in B.C. 

In its place the Legislature 
passed a bill granting the gov¬ 
ernment the power to control 
the packaging, selling, distribu¬ 
tion, advertising and promo¬ 
tion of tobacco and tobacco 
products within the province. 

Health Warnings 

The government also gave 
warning that aside from the 
Tobacco Products Act, which 
prohibits billboard advertising 
of tobacco products, regula¬ 
tions will be brought in very 
soon calling for health warn¬ 
ings on cigarette package and 
advertisements. 

Since the Tobacco Products 
Act, like legislation on the 
guaranteed minimum income 
for the elderly and han¬ 
dicapped, on amending the 
mediation commission and on 
changing the minimum wage, 
is not in effect until pro¬ 
claimed so by the B.C. cabi¬ 
net, newspapers and periodi¬ 
cals now are free to advertise 
tobacco products with no re¬ 
straints until the govem- 
ment's regulations are 
brought in under the new act. 

Royal Assent 

The repeal of the former 
Tobacco Advertising Re¬ 
straint Act, as well as the 
Government Liquor Act 
amendments allowing these 
products to be advertised as 


they were prior to the 1971 
banning laws, came into ef¬ 
fect upon royal assent. 

Standings in the 55-member 
house are: NDP 38, Social 
Credit 10, Liberals five and 
Conservatives two. 

Barrett also took his lumps 
during the session from all 
the opposition 'parties who 
flayed him for announcements 
he made prior to the session 
about the possible govern¬ 
ment takeover of B.C. Tel and 
other private utility compa¬ 
nies.

The government pro¬ 
mised a study of the effects of 
the increased wage. 


More Raises 

The 42-year-old premier 
said the government also in¬ 
tended over the next 18 
months to raise the minimum 
to $2.50 an hour. The rate will 
rise to $2.25 an hour on Jan. 1, 
1974 and to $2.50 an hour on 
June 1, 1974. 

The government also re¬ 
ceived legislative approval for 
the repeal of Social Credit 
legislation which set a 6.5 per 
cent ceiling on teachers’ sal¬ 
ary increases allowable with¬ 
out a referendum. The NDP 
also returned to 110 per cent 
from 108 per cent the amount 
school boards can budget for 
operating costs over and 
above the previous year’s 
budget. 

Approval was also given to 
legislation empowering Speak¬ 
er of the House, Gordon 
Dowding (NDP — Burnaby 
Edmonds), to seek ways to 
modernize the procedures and 
practices of the B.C Legisla¬ 
ture.

cy of the movement. Quartz 
movements also are sensitive 
to 8 hock and temperature 
change. The liquid crystal di¬ 
gital readout system has a 
limited life span, presents a 
service problem at this time 
and is bulky, which interferes 
with styling. 

“When the products are 
right and the market is prov¬ 
en,’’ said one Swiss official, 
“we’ll be there just as we’ve 
been every other time. Mean¬ 
time, we plan to keep our 
eyes on the proven area of the 
market.” 

“Public acceptance of the 
electronic watch systems 
needs to be confirmed," said 
Dr. Kurt Hubner, vice pres¬ 
ident of research and develop¬ 
ment at the Ebauches Elec- 
troniques S. A. complex. “The 
public was curious at first. It 
now is definitely hesitant.” 


“We think solid state 
watches were announced too 
soon,’’ said Pierre Waltz, 
chief executive or SSIH, hold¬ 
ing company for a group in¬ 
cluding Omega and Tissot. 
"We'll move forcefully when 
we know the solid states are 
sounder.” 

Both were saying they think 
they have the correct reading 
on the watch market for 
today and the near term. 
They think the big market 
still is in pin levers. About 160 
million of them will be pro¬ 
duced this year compared 
with only 4 or 5 million of the 
more advanced models. 

“In our view,” said Hubner, 
“there is no evidence of the 
death of the mechanical 
watch. “Marketing figures, in 
fact, say the opposite.”

Governments Can Help 


CALGARY (CP) - Help is

CLUB SHOOK UP: More than a few members of the Vic¬ 
toria Curling Cltfb were staggered by the managerial decision 
which has terminated the employment of Tony Gutoski. 

Gutoski, who started work for the club before the first 
rock was thrown and was only a week away from completing 
his 20th year, was informed at about noon Thursday that he 
was being severed from the club payroll. 

He was told, he says, that his employment was ended "as 
of today" without any satisfactory reasons being given. And 
no mention was made at the time, or up until Friday night, 
about salary in lieu of proper notice or about severance pay 
-- but I feel that this was an oversight and that club directors 
will at the very least do what is fair. 

It is an unhappy situation for dub directors. They felt that 
the club manager should have complete control of his staff 
and, agree with that or not, credit them with believing it was 
necessary for the best club, operation. But, and granting that 
this is a club matter, Tony Gutoski, after 20 years of service, 
was entitled to something which accorded more dignity than 
summary, and totally unexpected, dismissal. And at a time 
when a new season is well underway and the chances of 
employment at another club is not good.

NOTHING TO CHANCE; The Vancouver Island Curling 
Association has playoff plans set right up until 1976, settling 
on the host clubs at a meeting in Nanaimo earlier this month. 

There will be a Pacific Coast Curling Association final at 
a Vancouver Island club for eadh of the next four seasons. 
This year, it will be the men’s (Consols) playoffs at the 
Nanaimo club on Feb. 2-4. Dates for succeeding seasons will 
be set later but Victoria Curling Club will be the site of the 
senior men’s (Seagram Stone) playoff in 1974, Comox Valley 
Curling Club will host the PCCA mixed-rink playoff in 1975 
and Victoria will have the PCCA Consols final in 1976. 

Playoff dates were agreed on at the same meeting which 
elected Tom Dickson, manager of the Victoria Curling Club, 
as president of the VICA. He succeeds Ralph Boyd of Camp¬ 
bell River. 

Charlie Parke of Port Alberni was named as vice- 
president and Glen Phillips of Nanaimo is the secretary- 
treasurer. 


ALMOST HERE; It seems that the season has just 
begun, but it’s only a month until the first playoff action lead¬ 
ing to Canadian finals. The senior men get things started on 
Dec. 1 with North and South Island playoffs, at the Alberni

expressing his own personal 
feelings and not as a spokes¬ 
man for the club." 

Hughes said he was ap¬ 
pealing to the ^’sensible 
members” of both factions, 
the PSL and the B.C. Soccer 
Commission, which handed 
out the suspension when clubs 
failed to pay transfer fees of 
$100 per player. 

"Yes, the Premier League 
officials need to be sensible 
about this too," Hughes said 
emphatically. "They’re not 
the milk-white people they’re 
trying to make out.” 

Hughes said the summer 
league should have made the 
effort to finish its schedule by 
the agreed date of Oct. 15 so 
the winter Coast League could 
get started on time. 

But, Hughes pointed out, the 
Coast League extended its 
season last winter, forcing a 
delay of "four or five weeks" 
in the start of the PSL. 

"What a way to have to 
start a new league," he said. 

Now that it has come this 
far, Hughes said, "if they (the 
commission) are responsible 
and have soccer at heart, 
they have to give the league a 
chance to finish its schedule." 

Hughes said there was little 
point in the PSL repeatedly 
appealing to the Canadian 
Soccer Association to inter¬ 
vene in the matter. 

"The national body is ob¬ 
viously keeping out of this,” 
he said, "the B.C. Commis¬ 
sion is the arm of the CSA 
and we can’t buck it. There 
has to be give-and-take right 
here in B.C. where it counts." 

The commission's demand 
of $100 per player was "un¬ 
reasonable," under the cir¬ 
cumstances, Hughes said. 

He pointed out that Paul’s 
Canadians, now protesting bit¬ 
terly they are short of 10 
players for the Coast League, 
used Columbus players last 
winter. 

"And now the commission 
expects Peter Mainardi (Co¬ 
lumbus and PSL president) to 
pay $100 to get each of his 
OWN players back." 

Soccer is suffering, Hughes 
said. Players, league officials 
and even fans are "fed up.” 

Lack of fans, in fact, led the 
Regals financial troubles. It 
costs the club more than $200 
each away game for bus, fer¬ 
ry and meals and, with 12 
matches this means more than 
$2,500 for the season. 

To cover expenses alone. 
Regals set a minimum of 600 
fans per home game. They 
haven’t been getting them. 

Hughes blames this, in part, 
on "over-exposure". Many 
fans can’t afford to go to 
games winter and summer, 
he said. 

"There should either be a 
reasonable gap between sea¬ 
sons or, in line with the rest 
of Canada, one season from 
January to August," Hughes 
said. The CSA recently asked 
both the B.C. Commission and 
the leagues to consider this, 
he added. 

Hughes said it would be 
quite feasible to organize a 
new 10 or 12-team league for 
one long season with possibly 
Victoria West-United and 
Gorge Molsons (both of the 
Coast League) and Regals all 
taking part. 

“The only people unble¬ 
mished in this whole thing are 
the players. They have done 
nothing wrong. They've just 
played soccer. And they arc 
the ones being hit. 

"The effect, the commission 
is telling players either they 
play in the Coast League or 
they don’t play soccer at all. 
It stinks." 

Despite the suspensions, Co¬ 
lumbus and Croatia plan to 
meet in Vancouver today in 
the second leg of a PSL 
playoff semi-final. Vancouver 
Spartans were supposed to be 
catching the 11 a.m. ferry 
over to meet Regals in the 
other semi-final. 


"We are in a bad position," 
Hughes said. "The league 
wants us to play and the 
players want to play but they 
won’t take the risk. 

"And you can be sure if 
there is a Premier League 
next summer the Victoria 
team won’t be invited to be 
part of it after refusing to 
play now.” 

Hughes, who brought with 
him many years of experience 
in United Kingdom soccer, is 
a family man and has boys 
aged seven and 10 who play in 
local juvenile leagues. 

"I’m afraid to say too much 
about them," he quips "in 
case they get suspended." 

Now he says his enthusiasm 
for soccer here has been dam¬ 
pened and hints he may once 
more look to other shores. 

"And it’s not only me." 
Hughes said. "The Premier 


League has brought many ex¬ 
perienced people here and 
Alan O’Neill, for one, has had 
enough." 

Hughes said O’NeMl, for¬ 
merly with such English 
League clubs as Sunderland 
and Aston Villa and Columbus 
player-coach in the PSL, had 
been thinking serioualy of set¬ 
tling here. Now, he has decid¬ 
ed to return to Britain in De¬ 
cember. 

Hughes urged both the com¬ 
mission and the league to 
"forget personalities and for¬ 
get you hate the guy on the 
other side of the table" in the 
interests of soccer. 

"There has to be sanity and 
there has to be negotiation,’’ 
Hughes said. 

"What about the 3CKK> kids 
on Vancouver Island alone 
playing soccer? What Is tliere 
for them in the future? What 
are they achieving for them?"

SANTIAGO, Chile (UPI) — 
Riot police, swinging trun¬ 
cheons and the flat edge of 
swords, battled jeering anti- 
govemment demonstrators a 
block from the presidential 
palace Friday in the third 
consecutive day of violence 
resulting from the national 


labor strikes that have crip¬ 
pled Chile’s eoonomy. 

Negotiators reported some 
progress toward settlement of 
the 16-day-aid walkouts. 

The incidents near the pal¬ 
ace were triggered by striking 
central bank employees, who 
refused police orders to end 
an unauthorized, traffic-stop-' 
ping protest meeting. 

"Chile is — and always will 
be — a nation of liberty," the 
crowd shouted. Men and 
women in the group of about 
200 shook their fists at police. 


The police charged Into the 
crowd from three green buses 
and fired at least 20 tear gas 
grenades as the screaming 
demonstrators fled across 
Constitution Plaza opposite 
the palace. 

Rafael CumsUle, president 
of the Small Businessmen’s 
Association, said "80 per 
cent” of the strikers’ de 
mands had been met during 
three days of intensive negoti¬ 
ations with Allende and gov¬ 
ernment officials.

Labels Hide Talent 


TORONTO I CP) Most 
people cannot tell the dif¬ 
ference between good and 
poor Eskimo art with the re¬ 
sult that the talented native 
does not get recognition, says 
artist George Swinton of Win¬ 
nipeg. 

Swinton, professor of art at 
the University of Manitoba, 
blames handy labels such as 
"Eskimo art" and "Eskimo 
sculpture" for obscuring the 
identity of genuine artists. 

Vienna-born Swinton. who 
has made an annual trip to 
the Arctic since 1967, was 
partly responsible for prepar¬ 
ing an Eskimo exhibition now 
having a success in London. 
He is on a tour promoting his 


latest hook. Sculpture of the 
Eskimo. ^ 

He said in an interview that 
the success of Eskimo art 
abroad is due to highly indi¬ 
vidualistic forms rather than 
the "souvenir carvings" 
which giftshop operators call 
"typical Eskimo art.” 

“The objects I call art are 
characteristic and identifiable 
only In terms of individual ar¬ 
tists," he said.

The pecking order of hu¬ 
manity I* .portrayed vividly in 
One Flew Over the Cuckoo's 
Nest, a black comedy which 
opened Thursday in Universi¬ 
ty of Victoria's Phoenix 
Theatre and will run daily 
through Nov. 4. 

Dale Wasserman's play 
based on the novel by Ken 
Kesey is a sometimes chilling, 
sometimes hilarious, always 
telling account of man's in¬ 
herent cruelty to anyone he 
considers his inferior. 

The action takea place in a 
ward of a mental hospital, 
where tough-minded, sadistic 
Nurse Ratched rules supreme 
over her cruel orderlies and 
the male pdtients. And while 
the patients get along reason¬ 
ably well together, there’s 
still a touch of the pecking 
order among them. 

Some sort of explosion 
seems inevitable — and the 
necessary fuse is found with 
the arrival of Randle Patrick 
McMurphy — loud, crude, 
tough, but with a saving sense 
of Ipmwmity and humor. 

"Mac" spots the pecking 
immediately, especially dur¬ 
ing a group therapy session in 
which verbal barbs are thrust 
at the weakest in the group. 
He sets out to change the 
order of things and, in partic¬ 
ular, to settle scores for all 
with Nurse Ratched. 

What happens you should 
see for yourself, for director 
Haney Miller has built the 
plot and characters tautly to 
the startling (yet somehow in¬ 
evitable! climax. 

First-class portrayals are 
brought to the play hv the 
cast of l T Vic students. 

Francine Wurster, except 
for looking youthful despite 


grey hair, is completely con¬ 
vincing as the cold-hearted 
Nurse Ratched. Robert Gam¬ 
ble brings color and con¬ 
fidence to the role of 
McMurphy and Randy Che- 
veldave and David Parry are 
notable in diametrically op¬ 
posed characters, both dif¬ 
ficult to do but here done very 
well. 


There was no single lapse in 
character among the actors, 
whether patients or staff.

He was stopped, however, 
by the prospect of a 150-mile 
car trip before his mother, 
Lois Karlsson of Metchosin, 
could have the proxy papers' 
properly signed in Nanaimo. 

John is one of many Met¬ 
chosin and Sooke residents 
who feel they have been, to 
all intents and purposes* dis¬ 
enfranchised since their area 
was added to the Nanaimo 
Oowichan-The Islands elec¬ 
toral riding after the 1965 
federal election. 
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Spencer 
. . no funds 


Southern Tip 


The area on the southern 
tip of Vancouver Island, is all 
but cut off from the rest of 
the Nanaimo federal riding by 
Victoria and Esquimalt- 
Saanich ridings. 

There’s also Geoff Parting¬ 
ton, a mariner, Rocky Point 
Road. 

He’ll be at sea on election 
day, and again the prospect of 
that round trip to Nanaimo 
and back to see the returning 
officer and get proxy papers 
signed has stopped him taking 
advantages of new election 
laws that would allow the 
proxy vote for those who have 
to be away from home for the 
election. 

They’re just two of the pro¬ 
spective voters who have been 
irritated and frustrated by the 
difficulties x>t getting informa¬ 
tion either about voting proce¬ 
dures or about candidates, be¬ 
cause every telephone call 
means long distance charges £> 
between there and Nanaimo. 

“I didn’t even know there 
was a George McPherson 
until Tuesday when my neigh¬ 
bor put up a lawn sign,” said 
Sooke school trustee Ron Fit- 
ton. (George McPherson a 
Nanaimo teacher, is the 
Progressive Conservative can¬ 
didate for the riding.) 

To give him his due, return¬ 
ing officer Fred Spencer of 
Nanaimo has done his best. 

On one occasion he took a 
400-mile car trip around the 
riding, stopping at Qualicum, 
Duncan, Salt Spring Island 


and Sooke to sign proxy votes. 

“All I got were three from 
Duncan,” he said. 

The problem, however, is 
lack of communication. 

Spencer had no funds to ad¬ 
vertise his trip, so he could 
only advise the various can¬ 
didates and hope they would 
be able to inform voters. 

Apparently they couldn’t in¬ 
form all prospective proxy 
voters. 

In fact it seems that few 
people even know who the 
candidates are, let alone how 
to get proxy votes — many 
don’t know yet that they have 
to vote for Nanaimo men, and 
are happily boning up on the 
merits of the Esquimalt- 
Saanich candidates, who run 
in the adjoining riding. 

“We get calls all the time 
from people who don’t realize 
that they are not in our rid¬ 
ing.” says Esquimalt return¬ 
ing officer Winnogene Lea. 


Takes a Jig 

People living on the north 
side of Latoria Road are in 
Esquimalt, while those on the 
other side, from the sea to 
Happy Valley Road are in the 
Nanaimo riding. 

The boundary line then 
takes a jig down Happy Val¬ 
ley Road, with those on the 
west in Esquimalt and the 
east side in Nanaimo riding, 
to a point just north of Winter 
Road. 

The boundary line there 
takes another turn, going 
straight across country to the 
intersection of Sooke Road 
and Humpback, then follow¬

Grant.Funds Coming 
From Ottawa—Groos 


There is no doubt whatso¬ 
ever that the Maritime Muse¬ 
um of British Columbia will 
receive a continuing federal 
government grant of 525,000, 
Victoria Liberal MP David 
Groos said Friday night.

Groos said the difficulty at 
the moment is "purely an ad¬ 
ministrative one which is 
very largely compounded by 
the fact that we have an elec¬ 
tion coming up on Monday and 
the treasury board, which has 
to give approval, hasn’t met 
this past couple of weeks.”

have read of Douglas, and 
that seems to be all they’re 
interested in, Said Jim Caro- 
lin of Sooke. “Of course Sooke 
votes NDP nearly all the 
time, so perhaps the other 
candidates don’t think it’s 
worth driving this far.”

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Autumn brings a lot of strenuous and 
tiring jobs to the harassed homeowner 
—raking the leaves, digging over va¬ 
cant ground, staking and tying, clean¬ 
ing up and making everything ship¬ 
shape for the winter. Of all these fall 
chores, I think the one I detest above 
all others is cleaning out the eaves- 
troughs. 

You can’t skimp on this job, either, 
for the efficient operation of the gutter¬ 
ing has a lot to do with the health and 
well-being of the plants and shrubs 
which live under the overhang of the 
roof. 

You can’t even pick good weather 
far the j^b, for there isn’t much point in 
starting work on the eavestnophs until 
all,the tree leaves are down. And by the 
time the last yeaf has fluttered to the 
ground, the weather has usually turned 
wet and cold, which makes the opera¬ 
tion that much more unpleasant. It re¬ 
ally IS a beast of a job, for scraping 
soggy leaves and gooey mud out of the 
gutters with half-frozen hands while tee¬ 
tering on an unsteady ladder isn’t ex¬ 
actly my idea of fun and games; never¬ 
theless it is very necessary. 

If it isn’t done, the accummulation of 


leaves in the troughs will choke and 
block the downspout. Then, during 
heavy rain and spring thaw, the troughs 
will overflow and a regular Niagara of 
water will cascade down upon the beds 
and planters below. This is a common 
cause of losses in bulbs and perennials, 
and I have seen many a foundation 
planting of expensive evergreen shrubs 
killed outright through excess water at 
the roots. 

The trouble from clogged guttering 
isn’t all confined to the garden either. 
In our last house, we had one very wet 
corner of our basement every spring 
until I discovered the cause: 'Hie water 
from overflowing eaves troughs was 
seeping down along the house founda¬ 
tion and up through the basement floor. 
Cleaning out the troughs and flushing 
out the downspouts with the garden 
hose put an end to the trouble. 

• 

Speaking of foundations, I am re¬ 
ceiving an increasing number of letters 
complaining or cracked foundations and 
asking whether this could be caused by 
the roots of trees. It could, but In an in¬ 
direct way. Tree roots can heave up 
and crack a sidewalk or driveway, but 


it is unlikely they could penetrate the 
vertical wall of a house foundation. 

Most cases of cracked foundations 
are found where the surrounding soil is 
fairly heavy, with a high content of 
clay, and the cause of the cracking is 
due to overly dry soil, with the tree 
roots aggravating the loss of moisture. 
Clay sdli shrinks as it loses moisture, as 
witness the cracks that appear in the 
lawn in dry weather. 

Ordinarily, your house foundation re¬ 
el ves a lot of support from the soil, but 
with tree roots pulling moisture out of 
the ground at a fantastic rate, the clay 
shrinks away from the concrete, and 
lacking its customary support, the foun¬ 
dation walls crack under the weight of 
the house. 

Generally speaking, it is unwise to 
plant one of the leaf-losing trees closer 
to the house than its ultimate height: 
that is, a tree which is expected to grow 
to a height of 30 feet shouldn’t be plant¬ 
ed closer than 30 feet from the house. 
Poplars and willows are extraordinarily 
thirsty trees and are common offenders 
in this way. The evergreen coniferous 
kinds are much safer and may be plant¬ 
ed somewhat closer to the house. 
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When my daughter-in-law’s 
sister came to visit us this 
summer from France she 
bought me a leather-covered 
cognac decanter with a re¬ 
markable stopper — the head 
of Charles de Gaulle, in plas¬ 
tic. 

Now it stands on my bartop 
.as a symbol of what has gone 
wrong with my Anglo-Saxon 
heritage. 

I’ve never been chauvinistic. 
I hope. We are no bloody bet¬ 
ter than other blokes. Still, a 
man hates to see his heritage 
dissipated away, whatever it 
is. 

★ ★ ★ 

It was always my under¬ 
standing that my -people, on 
both the maternal and pater¬ 
nal sides, were of the British 
Isles - that is. English, Scot¬ 
tish and Welsh. 

I’ve never gone to the trou¬ 
ble of searching my family 
tree, and neither, apparently, 
did any of my recent for¬ 
bears. My family had that 
westering instinct. always 
moving away from its origins. 

My father was born in rural 
Illinois, ran away from home 
as a boy, broke horses for a 
living and got dignified em¬ 
ployment finally in the gold 
mines of Colorado. My 
mother's people were Dou- 
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galsses and Hugheses and 
they came from Kentucky to 
Colorado in covered wagons. 

There is nothing remark¬ 
able about such a history. 
Most of us had hardy ances¬ 
tors or we wouldn’t be here. 

★ ★ ★ 

What interests me, though, 
is that through all the vicissi¬ 
tudes and encounters, in the 
tumble and merging of many 
Kuropean strains, we Smiths 
bred true. We were WASPS. 

Now. without any thought at 
all of doing so, I seem to have 
let the whole exquisitely kept 
structure crumble. 

It came to me with .a jolt 
the other day when I heard 
my daughter-in-law speaking 
to my grandson in her native 
tongue. I realized the lad was 
three-quarters French. 

How could it have happened 
po fast? I didn’t have to 
search far back for the cul¬ 
prit. It was me. I broke faith 
with the WASP tradition when 
I married a Frenchwoman. 

★ ★ ★ 

She was American-born, but 
both her parents were im¬ 
migrant French. Her lineage 
was pure. She s|x)le French in 
the home and French customs 
were observed, including, as I 
remember will, certain areha- 


ic roles of French provincial 
courtship. 

This marriage was the fatal 
breach. But it might have 
been a minor one. a mere 
token infusion of French blood 
which in a generation or two 
would be happily submerged 
in the Anglo-Saxon main¬ 
stream. 

But my sons betrayed me. 
One married a Frenchwoman 
and the other an Italian. Oh 
yes, the Italian girl is as 
American as my wife was, 
but all thp same you won’t 
find any Paoluccis in West¬ 
minster Abbey. 


I’m the gregarious and cos¬ 
mopolitan type myself, and I 
rather like this integration of 
% strains. I suspect it keeps us 
^interesting and strong. A little 
Gallic piquancy and Italian 
pzzazz never hurt any Eng¬ 
lishman. Still, now and then I 
feel a bit guilty. 

I wonder what my father 
would think if he could come 
hark and find his son trying 
to listen to n football game in 
n house full of women talking 
a foreign language. 

He had no ear for lan¬ 
guages. and called all other 
languages but English 
"foreign” and all people who 


spoke with an accent ‘‘for¬ 
eigners.” He didn’t dislike 
them because -they were for¬ 
eigners: he just didn’t know 
what else ta.call them. 

★ ★ ★ 

I might be able to ignore 
the Gallic influences that are 
closing in on me. but unfortu¬ 
nately there is the cognac de¬ 
canter with the artogant head 
of Charles de Gaulle. 

say. the bottle is hans- 
domc enough. I’d be proud to 
have it on my bar, but I can’t 
stand the stopper. Mile. 
Joyeux was less than ingenu¬ 
ous when she picked it out. 
She knew very vyell, from her 
previous visit, how I felt 
al>out de Gaulle. 

Oh, I admired him for his 
resolution in the Second World 
War; I didn’t even mind his 
chauvinism and his arro¬ 
gance: hut I can’t forgive him 
for keeping Britain out of the 
Common Market. 

★ ★ ★ 

As soon as Mile. Joyeux 
went back to France I took de 
Gaulle off the bartop and pul 
him underneath. But now my 
daughter-in-law’s mother has 
arrived from France for a 
visit, and de Gaulle is back. 

Oh well, maybe if I keep us 
both half-full of cognac we’ll 
get to like each other.

When the Metropolitan 
Opera opened its season in 
New York a few weeks ago, 
with an apparently smashing 
production of Carmen, the 
cast included: Marilyn Horne, 
Marcia Baldwin, James 
McCracken, Tom Krause, 
Raymond Gibbs, Russell 
Christopher, Donald Gramm, 
and some foreigner named 
Adriana Maliponte. 

★ ★ ★ 

Thirty years ago. 20 years 
ago. even 10 years ago, this 
nomenclature would have 
been reversed: there would be 
a dozen names like Maliponte 
in the cast, to one like Gibbs 
or Baldwin. 

The United States may not 
yet have come of age in its 
cultural dimension, but at 
least it has outgrown the 
snobbish xenophilia and the 
national inferiority complex 


that have plagued it since its 
origin. 

In decades past, serious 
American singers were forced 
to go to Europe and make 
something of a name there for 
themselves before they were 
accepted in American operat¬ 
ic circles. 

Some subsequently famous 
ones went so far as to change 
their home-grown names into 
exotic European cognomens, 
both as a deception and a 
"glorification” of their iden¬ 
tity. 

★ ★ ★ 

(The same was true, and 
perhaps even morf S%Jn the 
esoteric field of ballet, where 
a little Jewish girl from Lon¬ 
don named Alice Marks felt 
she had to transform herself 
into “Alicia Markova.”) 

Opera companies — and the 
Met more than any — would 


turn up their noses at any 
Anglo-Saxon name, no matter 
how formidable the talent that 
accompanied it, so that native 
performers were virtually 
forced to go abroad and re¬ 
turn pseudonomously. 

"Achieving a name” in Eu¬ 
ropean opera often meant 
achieving a name other than 
your own. 

★ ★ ★ 

Part of this, of course, was 
realistic: the U.S. simply 
didn’t provide the training- 
ground for serious singers 
tliat Europe did^ there were 
few places for an apprentice 
to learn his trade, and even 
fewer opportunities to sing in 
public with a working com¬ 
pany. 

”But just as much was an 
ingrained cultural snob¬ 
bishness that respected Euro¬ 
pean performers even if they 


were no better than, or actu¬ 
ally inferior to, the home¬ 
grown product. 

You had to be twice as good 
if you wanted to get half as 
far with a lineage that went 
back to Kansas or Iowa. 

★ ★ ★ 

It has all changed now. 
Marilyn Horne, and Beverly 
Sills, and that robust Austra¬ 
lian, Joan Sutherland, are as 
important “names” in opera 
as any glottal Serbo-Her- 
zegovinian or florid Floren¬ 
tine. 

And when the Met opened 
this year, the costumes were 
by David Walker, the choreo¬ 
graphy by Alvin Alley, and 
the conductor was a 
Lawrence, Massachusetts boy 
named Lennie Bernstein. Miss 
Maliponte must have won¬ 
dered where she was.

ficial older, that Scottish regi¬ 
ments can continue to wear 
Highland dress if they want to 
buy their own kilts and have 
regular uniform jackets in the 
new green uniform cut to 
Highland style at their own 
cost. 

Brig.-Gen. David Coell, mi¬ 
litia area commander for B.C. 
and former officer command¬ 
ing Victoria’s Canadian Scot¬ 
tish tPrincess Mary's) Regi¬ 
ment. said Friday he wasn’t 
“really too unhappy about it 
because at least the defence 
department had left the door 
open." 

Coell was apprehensive 
over the financial burden the 
informal directive would put 
on Highland regiments. 

He said, "As you know a 
kilt will last for ever hut they 
iost $60 new. and we don’t 
know what it will cost to mod¬ 
ify the dress jackets that will 
be issued." 

Coell suggested that die 
government might have heen 
"fairer if it had allowed the 
units the equivalent of the 
cost of a pair of dress 
trousers toward the kilt." 

Protests against, abandoning 
the traditional dress have 
been sent to the minister from 
both the regiments involved 
and also from Scottish organi¬ 
zations such as Victoria's Sal¬ 
tire Society. * 

The local organization got a 
letter July 18 confirming that 
Highland dress could stay hut 
only at regimental expense. 

I»cal army cadet organiza¬ 
tions have also worn the kilt 
but there has been no official 
ruling on how the modified 
regulations will relate to 
them.

As federal election day 
draws near Prime Minister 
Trudeau may lake some mea¬ 
sure of comfort from the re¬ 
sults of one of the nation's 
most telling thermometers:

Two young Victoria men 
were sentenced to lengthy 
prison terms when they ap¬ 
peared in B.C. Supreme Court 
in Nanaimo Friday, charged 
with attempted murder. 

Arthur Gerald Wadlow, 22. 
received eight years and 
Dana Lawrence Hennekes. 21, 
was given a seven-year term 
by Mr. Justice Peter Seaton. 

Roth had pleaded guilty to 
the attempted murder of 
David H. James Flemming of 
Victoria on a road near Shaw- 
nigan Lake on the night of 
April 15. 

According to the crown’s 
evidence, the three young 
men were en route to Duncan 
to purchase some hashish but 
Wadlow and Hennekes had 
earlier decided to Rob Flem¬ 
ming. who had about $450 in 
cash.

Cruel Trapping Killing Fi 


CALGARY (CP) — Cana¬ 
da's fur industry will die 
unless cruel trapping methods 


are abandoned, says Neil 
Jotham of Toronto, president 
of the Canadian Association 
for Humane Trapping. 

“Once trapping methods be¬ 
come the focus of interna¬ 
tional concern, the fur in¬ 
dustry will really suffer,” he 
said in an interview. 

More than 80 per cent of 
Canada's fur harvest is ex¬ 


ported, he said, and world 
markets will be affected by 
adverse publicity on cruelty. 

“Before long, cruel trapping 
methods will equal the seal- 
hunting issue In importance 
as animal welfare organiza¬ 
tions throughout the world are 
already co-operating on the 
matter.” 

He said a bill before the 


U.S. Congress seeks to prohib¬ 
it interstate commerce in furs 
from any country still using 
the leg-hold trap. 

“Should such a bill go 
through, it would virtually kill 
the Canadian fur industry.” 

He added the association is 
working to abolish use of the 
leg-hold trap, a device that 
holds an animal until it dies. 

About 500.000 wild pelts are 
taken in Alberta each year, 
be said, and the majority re¬ 
sult from leg-hold traps. 

“In relation to the volume 
of trapping done, Alberta has 
done less than any other prov¬ 
ince to promote more humane 
trapping methods."

TORONTO (CP) - A Buffa¬ 
lo doctor said Thursday that 
in some cancer patients it is 
possible to arouse the body’s 
defence mechanism so it will 
begin to fight—and win—the 
battle against the disease. 

Dr. Edmund Klein of Ros¬ 
well Park Memorial Institute 
described a number of pa¬ 
tients with skin cancer, and 
other types of cancer which 
had spread to the skin, who 
became free of symptoms 
after the treatment. 


Speaking at the Hospital for 
Sick Children, Dr. Klein said 
that by using substances such 
as mumps vaccine doctors 
can stimulate a response 
which' the patient’s defence 
mechanism seemed to have 
forgotten it could make. 

In an interview later, he 
said the immune therapy has 
been used effectively on mare 
than 300 patients with skin 
cancer and on 50 patients with 
other kinds of cancers which 
had spread to the skin.

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What’s Fattening, 


New Rating KOs 
Calorie Counting

SAN FRANCISCO — There 
is an answer for the millions 
of overweight North Ameri¬ 
cans who have thrown away 
their confusing calorie count¬ 
ers in disgust. 

University of California sci¬ 
entists have built a “rating 
system for foods.” 

And when they finish, each 
bite a man eats will have a 
fat rating on the scale of 1 to 
100 . 

Dr. Rudolph Noble, who in¬ 
vented the system, thinks it 
might provide a simpler way 
for Americans to learn which 
foods will make them fattest. 

Working in the weight la¬ 
boratories of the University of 
California hospital here, Dr. 
Noble devised a mathematical 
formula that completely ig¬ 
nores calorie counting. 

Take a cantaloupe, for in¬ 
stance. Noble takes the pro¬ 
tein and water content of the 
melon and puts it on one line. 

Then he figures the carbo¬ 
hydrate and fat content and 
puts it on another. 

“By dividing the top line 
(protein arid water) by the 
bottom (fat and carbohy¬ 
drate) I can get a relative 
rating,” he said. 

“The higher the percentage 
of protein and water, the less 
fattening the food.” 

But when the numbers get 
on paper, it doesn’t work the 
way you think. 

In the Noble Rating System 
for Fat, the foods with the 
highest numbers are the 
heroes. 

Here are some examples: 
Beef is 6.5 on the scale; chick¬ 
en is 9; and ham is only 3.4. 

But shrimp is 59. 

“Shrimp gets the high score 
because it has such a high 
protein content,” says the UC 
scientist. “It will be the most 
help in weight reducing. 

"And as for ham — well, 
you figure that one out.”

Bare Feet Best 

LONDON (CP) — Chiropo¬ 
dist Harold Wildbore advises 
mothers to send their children 
around in bare feet, especially 
on rainy days. Writing in the 
publication Mother and Child, 
Wildbore contends that “feet 
must not be supported to be 
healthy and strong.” Too 
many shoes, he adds, are 
“dangerous.” One or two 
pairs at a time should suffice, 
as long as they’re worn only 
for formal occasions. 


milk 18.1; whole milk 10.8; 
cantaloupe 20 and apple 5.6. 

Noble’s system is geared to 
one-ounce quantities of food. 
For instance, he says that an 
ounce of cantaloupe is better 
for the dieter than an ounce of 
apple. 

Or an ounce of shrimp is 
much better than an ounce of 
ham. 

"This does not mean that a 
dieter should eat a whole can¬ 
taloupe just because it has a 
better rating. 

“Quantities still count,” 
says the weight specialist. 
v But I think the system we 
are devising will help people 
understand, in a clear concise 
way, which foods have the 
greatest capacity to put on 
fat.” 

“And it will help them 
understand the makeup of 
foods. The high-water, high- 
protein foods are the best— 
and we are giving people a 
way to know that.” 

Noble, director of the Cathe¬ 
dral Hill Medical Center Obe¬ 
sity Clinic, believes the sim¬ 
plified system might work for 
millions of people because 
“the basic thing people need 
to knew is what is making 
them fat. 

“I mean, people need to 


study—and learn, which foods 
put the weight on. Then they 
can adjust their buying and 
meal planning.” 

Further information on fat 
rating can be obtained from 
Noble at the San Francisco 
Cathedral Hill Medical 
Centre. 

What are the first five 
things a weight reducer 
should do? 

1. Learn the values, calo¬ 
ries or otherwise, of the food 
you eat—of the food you 
might eat. 

2. Find out what your 
maintenance requirement is. 
“That means find out how 
many calories you can eat 
without gaining one ounce,” 
said Noble. “Go to a doctor or 
learn by trial and error. For 
most women it is about 1,800 
calories,” he said. 

3. Then hold your calories 
under that. “If you keep it 500 
a day under the maintenance, 
you will lose a pound every 
week.” 

4. Eat foods from the five 
basic food groups—meat, 
fruits, vegetables, and grains. 
“Only go easy on the grains,” 
says the scientist. 

5. Increase your activity — 
like walk more, play tennis, 
“Do something, anything,” 
says Noble. 


VANCOUVER (CP) - Dr. 
Rodney May of the Alberta 
department of public health 
Thursday warned a confer¬ 
ence on health and industry of 
the dangers of solvent sprays. 

May, director of the depart¬ 
ment’s industrial health ser¬ 
vices, *aid benzene produces 
one of the most hazardous 
sprays because it is highly 
toxic and can cause destruc¬ 
tion of bone marrow. 

He said ethyl alcohol at¬ 
tacks the central nervous sys¬ 
tem, heart and liver, while 
the hydrocarbons used in fire 
extinguishers, refrigerants, 
fat solvents and <#her de¬ 
greasing agents tend to have 
varied effects but can be a 
depressant to the central ner¬ 
vous system, and may affect 
the liver and heart muscles. 

He was addressing the 
workmen’s Compensation 
Board of British Columbia's 
two-day conference on health 
and the industrial environ¬ 
ment. 

He said that while a solvent 
is relatively safe in liquid 
form, its effect on eyes, skin 
or internal organs, “is of little

Wilkinson Road United 
Church will celebrate its 59th 
anniversary Sunday in its 
present location but the story 
of its congregation goes back 
83 years. 

The year was 1889 when 
Methodists of the district 
began to meet for services In 
the Royal Oak School. At that 
time Sidney and South Saan¬ 
ich were appointments of the 
same pastoral charge. 

It was the horse-and-buggy 
era and, instead of an annual 
car allowance for the min¬ 
ister, the item “Horse k^ep 
$100” appears regularly in 
the annual budget of the time. 

By 1894 the congregatiim 
had completed and dedicated 
the Strawberry Vale Method¬ 
ist Church, built mainly by 
volunteer labor. 

✓ This building was outgrown 
in a few years and in 1913 the 
present church, at the corner 
of Wilkinson and Glyn, was 
built at a cost of $5,675. The 
old church was sold for $1,000. 

Over the years the life of 
the congregation has been 
sustained by a group of faith¬ 
ful leaders such as Rev. H. A. 
Ireland, father of Dr. Willard 
Ireland, provincial archivist;

best be described as “a pay¬ 
ing guest” of the state. 

You may think such an atti¬ 
tude is not practical but many 
of Christ’s commands are not 
practical by man’s rationale. 
For example, Christ says if a 
man smites you on one cheek, 
offer him the otheej-if a man 
persecutes you, pray for him. 
Not practical, perhaps, but 
still Christian principles. 

A Christian recognizes the 
state’s need for peace-keep¬ 


ing armed forces—and great¬ 
ly appreciates the privileges 
of living in a democratic 
country. Nevertheless, Chris¬ 
tians cannot become officers 
within that system. 

At least one of the world’s 
most outstanding modem phi¬ 
losophers agrees that politics 
and Christianity are not com¬ 
patible. The late Bertrand 
Russell says in his book 
Power: “Christianity was, in 
its earliest days entirely unpo¬ 
litical. The best represent¬ 
atives of this primitive tradi¬ 
tion -in our time are the Chr»- 
tadelphians ... This attitude, 
however, is only possible for a 
small sect...” 

So then, regardless of social 
pressure to the contrary, a 
follower of Christ’s example 
will leave the decisions of 
state to others and no politi¬ 
cian should receive a Chris¬ 
tian’s vote.

Christ lived in a political 
world, just as we do. He lived 
in a world of suffering and 
strife, of inequality <rf politics 
and power. 

Christ did not tell his follow¬ 
ers to become leaders, rulers 
or judges. He didn’t even tell 
us to reform the world. 

He did say “Come out of 
her (the world), my people.” 
He did say “Give to Caesar, 
that which is Caesar’s.” 

At one point in his life the 
Jews were so enthusiastic and 
convinced of Christ’s mes- 
siaship they tried to take him 
by force and make him a 
king. His reaction was to ref¬ 
use to become involved. 

A Christian will follow his 
example by avoiding involve¬ 
ment with politics, at the 
same time willingly Obeying 
the laws of the land and pay¬ 
ing taxes but neither promul¬ 
gating nor subverting the sys¬ 
tem. 

Only when the law of the 
land opposes the law of Christ 
will the Christian disobey the 
law. When he breaks the law, 
a Christian accepts the penal¬ 
ties prescribed by law. 

The Christian can perhaps

Tepid Drama 

It is more than the black 
image that has changed dra¬ 
matically in American mov¬ 
ies. Four years ago there 
was exactly one black Ameri¬ 
can movie director — Melvin 
Van Peebles and he had to go 
to France to make his movie. 
The Story of a Three-Day 
Pass. All he had been offered 
by Hollywood was the chance 
to run an elevator or park 
cars for the brass. 

When he returned trium¬ 
phant to the United States as 
a French delegate to the San 
Francisco film festival, ‘his 
story embarrassed the Holly¬ 
wood establishment so much 
they found themselves a dis¬ 
tinguished black man to be¬ 
come the official first black 
director. The choice was Gor¬ 


don Parks, ex-Life magazine 
photo-journalist, who made a 
safe, tepid drama from his 
o w n autobiography, The 
Learning Tree, in 1969. 

By strictly unofficial es¬ 
timate, there are currently 19 
blacks who are, or soon will, 
be, feature filmmakers. Even 
if. as some pundits speculate, 
the black market is a fad, like 
youth pictures, the fact that 
at least a couple of dozen 
black men and women will 
eventually get experience as 
directors while hundreds of' 
black technicains will learn 
filmmaking skills is bound to 
alter the way movies about 
black life are made in the fu¬ 
ture. Like every movie new 
wave preceding it, the black 
boom will develop highly visi- 
b 1 e , influential, topflight 
directors. 

Black Stud 

The key to success is not 
ideology so much as it is 
show-biz savvy. It is not so¬ 
cial concerns that have so 
abruptly put the movie 
powerbrokers into the black 
camp. It is money. Van 
Peebles’ independently-made 
Sweet Sweetback’s Baa- 


dasssss Song, made with his 
profits from Watermelon Man 
and a 50.000 dollar loan from 
Bill Cosby, has reportedly 
grossed more than 10 million 
dollars. Its hero is a black 
stud radicalized into white 
cop killer. Its cathartic effect 
on black audiences gave them 
a focus to vent all sorts of bit¬ 
terness and hostility at the 
screen, at The Man. The 
sound and the fury made 
many a white slink out incon- 
sipiculously. 

Sex Pictures 

Van Peebles is a fesity. sar¬ 
donic. college-educated poet, 
playwright and composer with 
the sensibility of a survivor of 
the streets. He said from the 
start that there was a black 
public hungry for their kind of 
movie heroes. He had to 
make his movie his way and 
then get a distrubition deal 
with cinemation. which had 
specialized in sex pictures, to 
reach that audience. But 
Sweetback proved that the 
public existed. As did Cotton 
Comes to Harlem and Shaft. 

“It’s basically the same old 
ball game,” says Van Pee- 
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Bastion of Democracy

bles, who is presently editing 
the film version of his play, 
Don’t Play Us Cheap. "There 
are studios trying to cash in. 
which is what happened after 
Easy Rider. But whether they 
treat it as a fad or a perma¬ 
nent fixture, black movies are 
giving third-world technicians 
the chance to learn their 
skills. It’ll be interesting to 
see what they do.” 

The typical black movie 
today is sensational. Usually, 
it deals with crime and more 
specificiaJly with the struggle 
between white and black gangs 
for control of ghetto rackets. 
In the westerners, such as 
Sidney Poitier’s Buck and the 
Preacher, civil war-era ex¬ 
slaves fight for their right to 
lead their own lives against 
reactionary white suprema¬ 
cists. 

Box-Office 

The forms and genres are 
primitive because, as Van 
Peebles argued in behalf of 
Sweetback, the black mass 
audience wants the equivalent 
of Black John Waynes and 
James Bonds and SaraSpades 
before they’re ready 'for re¬ 
verential biographies of Nobel 
Prizewinners. There is reason 
to believe that, despite the 
current flood of black shoot- 
’em-ups (many of them still 
white-produced, directed and 
controlled, like The Legend of 
Nigger Charlie), the film¬ 
makers who emerge with a 
track record of box-office hits 
will have the muscle to get 
support for more sophisticat¬ 
ed projects. 

Fell Through 

We are told that before the 
Second World War thefe were 
a handful of directors, some 
of them black men. who made 
low-budget movies exclusively 
for tiny theatres in southern 
black comm unities. Those 
days will never return. Even 
movies that put down whites 
or use patronizing,.ads (like a 
radio spot in which a white 
youth is conned by a black 
pitehman into paying one dol¬ 
lar extra for a ticket to see 
Gome Back Charleston Blue) 


can and do draw a white ac¬ 
tion-oriented audience when 
they Ireach the suburbs. 

There are sure to be rever¬ 
sals and disappointments 
ahead. Third World Cinema, a 
coalition of minorities with 
ambitious plans and support 
from Mayor John Lindsay for 
facilities, training and produc¬ 
tion bankrolling in Manhat¬ 
tan, failed to get off the 
ground last year when federal 
funding fell through. 

But optimism prevails. A 
white-run congolmerate, Kel- 
ly-Jordan Enterprises, says 13 
out of its 18 projected films 
will be by or about blacks, 
made on modest budgets of 
from $250,000 to $300,000. 
Almost all of the studios and 
a score of independent pro¬ 
ducers have black films In 
preparation or ready for re¬ 
lease. 

Black history is being made 
in movies by men and at least 
one woman who are generat¬ 
ing electricity, rather than 
being victimized by it.

“Suddenly Alf and his 
friends were involved in all 
sorts of things that went 
beyond the previously accept¬ 
ed guidelines, like making 
sport of the government, the 
marriage ceremony, the 
Royal Family, the church and 
what have you.” 

Ray Gallon, from London’s 
racially mixed Paddington 
district, left school at 14 to 
become a plasterer’s appren¬ 
tice. 

Alan Simpson, from Brix- 
ton, a London suburb with a 


large Jamaican population, 
left school at 16 to work as a 
customs clerk in a shipping 
office. 

They met as teen-age pa¬ 
tients in a tuberculosis sana¬ 
torium, and their first collabo¬ 
ration was on omedy skits 
for the hospital’s radio sta¬ 
tion.

Bom and raised in East 
London, Johnnie Speight left 
school in his early teens to 
play drums in a dance band.

The nine day first session of the 30th B.C. legislative as¬ 
sembly wound up late Friday with the new NDP government 
claiming It was complete success.

The principal aim of the government was to bring about 
a “better distribution of wealth” in the province and this was 
achieved, it was claimed, by passage of legislation to provide 
a guaranteed minimum income of $200 a month for the aged 
and handicapped and a $2 minimum wage, up from $1.50. 

Premier Barrett said following prerogation of the house the 
special session which opened Oct. 17 marks a turning point in 
the history of B.C., ending a century of focus on material 
needs and beginning a new era with emphasis on the needs of 
people.

Other party leaders reacted less enthusiastically to the 
happenings of the session which lasted nine days. The Liber¬ 
als and the Progressive Conservatives, with some reserva¬ 
tions. said the special session had served a useful purpose. 
But the official opposition, Social Credit, disagreed. 

Opposition leader W. A. C. Bennett said Barrett called the 
special session to campaign for the federal NDP in Monday’s 
national elections and he also charged some of the premier's 
statements were calculated to “kill the private enterprise 
system in B.C;” 

Bennett said the session was unnecessary because the 


things achieved by the government, including boosting of the 
guaranteed monthly income for the aged and handicapped, 
could have been done by cabinet order in council. 

The issues which did need debate in the house, encour¬ 
agement of secondary industry and farm product processing 
with low interest loans and abolition of succession duties, 
probate fees, and the gift tax weren’t touched by the NDP, he 
said. The result was a session of electioneering paid for by 
the B.C. taxpayer. ^ 

“The NDP is trying to kill private enterprise iirB.C.,” Ben¬ 
nett added. “The premier didn’t have to announce they were 
planning to take over major companies in three or four years 
from now.

CHICOUTIMI, Que. (CP) — 
A separatist demonstration 
overwhelmed Prime Minister 
Trudeau’s own supporters 
here Friday, generating the 
most dramatic confrontation 
in the campaign for Monday’s 
federal election. 

Trudeau, who normally 
speaks in a quiet, almost soft, 
voice was forced to shout into 
the microphone at a shopping- 
centre rally here to overcome 
the constant noise of the dem¬ 
onstrators. 

Many of them cried: 

“Le Quebec aux Quebecois” 
—Quebec for Quebecers. After 
one such chant, the prime 
minister yelled: 

"Le Quebec aux Quebecois, 
mais egalement, Le Canada 
aux Quebecois aussi”— 
Quebec for Quebecers, but 
Canada for Quebecers, too.’’ 

Towards the end of the in¬ 
terrupted rally, Trudeau sup¬ 
porters scuffled with separat¬ 
ists in the crowd and placards 
were torn. 

The crowd, numbering 
about 500, was in strong con¬ 
trast to the welcome given the 
Liberal leader as he descend¬ 
ed from his chartered jet at 
the local airport. 

There, party marshals 
wearing white arm bands 
urged a crowd of supporters 
to move near the aircraft 
steps for Trudeau’s descent 
and then had them form a 
crushing gauntlet for him to 
shake hands through on the 
way to his limousine. 

Chicoutimi has been a 
strong centre of separatist ag¬ 
itation for several years and 
Conservative Leader Robert 
Stanfield ran into a reaction 
similar to the prime min¬ 
ister's earlier in the cam¬ 
paign. 

That prompted questions 
about the scheduling of the 
flight from Montreal for the 
30-minute meeting, along with 
recollections of a similar but 
more violent incident in Mon¬ 


treal on the eve of the 1968 
election. 

The 1968 separatist attack 
on Trudeau was credited with 
gaining him more Support 
from non-separatists and Eng¬ 
lish-speaking Canada. 

Jim Davey, a senior Tru¬ 
deau aide, was asked after¬ 
wards whether the Chicoutimi 
shouting had been staged. 
“We like our politics hot,” he 
replied. 

Trudeau appeared to be sti¬ 
mulated by the opposition in 
the crowd and counter-at¬ 
tacked vigorously in French.

Hospital ‘Brutality’ 
Probed by B.C. 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
B.C. government has 
launched an investigation into 
charges that some hospital or¬ 
derlies are brutally injuring 
and abusing elderly helpless 
patients at Vancouver Gener¬ 
al Hospital. 

Peter Brcel. manager of the 
provincial government’s hos¬ 
pital consultation division, 
was sent to Vancouver Thurs¬ 
day to investigate. 

"We’re extremely con¬ 
cerned about this,” Breel said 
in an interview latel*. “We’re 
going to investigate the entire 
proceedings even it it takes 
weeks until we know just ex¬ 
actly what the situation is at 
the hospital annex.” 

The annex houses 97 crip¬ 


pled. aged, senile and mental¬ 
ly deranged patients. 

Recently, a hospital orderly 
went to private investigator 
William Mason to seek help 
for these patients when com¬ 
plaints by him and practical 
nurses of staff brutality went 
unheeded by the hospital’s ad¬ 
ministration. 

Dr. L. E. Ranta. medical 
director of the hospital, said 
in a telephone into mew lhat 
conditions in the annex were 
appalling and “probably re¬ 
sponsible for some of the 
staff’s frustrations.’’ 

He said some complaints of 
aggressiveness by orderlies 
had been brought to his atten¬ 
tion but “upon investigating 
these complaints staff 
members failed to confirm 
any incident.”

The military situation has 
been presenting growing prob¬ 
lems lately they said.

COURTENAY — Raymond 
is 12, going on 13. He’* 
enrolled in Grade 9 at Comox 
junior high school where he 
takes science, math, French, 
English, chemistry and Grade 
8 woodworking. 

Raymond is exerting a 
force of unknown quantity on 
his classmates and teachers. 
Raymt>nd is totally blind. 

The young, dark-haired stu¬ 
dent began Grade 9 on Sept. 
10, after coming to Comox 
from Saskatchewan. Before 
that he attended a school /or 
the blind in the east which he 
said he "hated.” and later 
was enrolled at Jericho Hill in 
Vancouver. Raymond says he 
likes it much better in the 
Comox school. 

A taj>e recorder is used to 
take the oral part of the les¬ 
son and is used in conjunction 
with a Braille writer. He said 
the wrjter is similar to a ty¬ 


pewriter and he learned to 
use the machine while at the 
school in the east. 

The young student is entire¬ 
ly independent and seeks no 
help, indeed allows no help, in 
finding his way around the 
school. 

His choice of a career has 
not been made but he "digs 
science, and astronomy is 
cool.” 

The school principal, Lou 
Beduz, says the appearance of 
Raymond has constituted a 
real challenge for staff and 
students. Many traditional 
methods of teaching must be 
changed and innovations 
made in order to make sure 
Raymond has grasped the les¬ 
son. 

Raymond is the «>nly blind 
student in the Courtenay 
school district. 

The same junior high school 
is engaged in another interest¬ 
ing experiment which, accord¬ 
ing to the teacher, is working 


out in a most satisfactory 
way. 

A modified power mechan¬ 
ics course has 23 girls 
enrolled. Some^girls were in 
Industrial Education classes 
last year along with boys, but 
this is the first time an all-girl 
class has been included in the 
curriculum. 

Herb Evans, shop instruc¬ 
tor. says the girls are doing 
basic hand tool work to begin 
and will progress into small 
single-cylinder engines later 
in the term. 

Evans said this was the 
first time an all-girl class had 
been tried and it is the only 
one in the district.

Two young Victoria men 
were sentenced to lengthy 
prison terms when they ap- 
jieared in B.C. Supreme Court 
in Nanaimo Friday, charged 
with attempted murder. 

Arthur Gerald- Wadlow, 22. 
received ® eight years and 
Dana Lawrence llennckes. 21. 
was given a seven-year term 
by Mr. Justice Peter Seaton. 

Both had pleaded guilty t.» 
the attempted murder of 
David H. James Flemming of 
Victoria on a road near Shavv- 
nigan Lake on the night of 
April 15. 

According to the crown's 
evidence, the three young 
men were en route to Duncan 
to purchase some hashish hilt 
Wadlow and Hennckcs had 
earlier decided to Ft >b Flem¬ 
ming, who had about $450 in 
cash. 

After stabbing Flemming in 
the throat three times. Wad¬ 
low and Hennekes stabbed 
Flemming in the stomach sev¬ 
eral times, puncturing his 
stomach, liver and small 
intestine. Flemming managed 
to crawl to the road where he 
was found by a passing driver 
and rushed to hospital in Dun¬ 
can. 

Dr. E. TL Hosseinl of Dun¬ 
can told the court Flemming 
had lost about thi'ec-fifths of 
his blood supply and would 
have died in about 30 minutes 
Lf he had not received emer¬ 
gency treatment.

with Rate Refusal 

Not CRTC 



Victoria Mayor Peter Pollen 
didn’t waste much time 
Thursday expressing his satis¬ 
faction with the Canadian 
Radio and Television Com¬ 
mission’s rejection of an ap¬ 
plication by Victoria Cable- 
vision for a rate increase to 
subscribers from $4.50 to $5 a 
month. 

Following a one-sentence 
reaction of “delight” over the 
CRTC’s decision, announced 
Thursday from Ottawa. Pol¬ 
len launched a new attack on 
the commission, the press and 
the B.C. Tel. 

He accused the CRTC of 
protecting corporate interests, 
and Victoria Press Ltd. of col¬ 
lusion. His comments were 
made both during a meeting 
of city council and in an inter¬ 
view later. 

When the mayor heard that 
Victoria Cablevision’s request 
for the 50-cent rate increase 
was rejected by the CRTC* he 
said in an interview,” Council 
is. of course, delighted with 
the decision. 

He added, however, that the 
decision had not removed his 
concern over the way the 
commission operates. 

“Justice appears to have 
been done in this case, but it 
certainly wasn’t shown to the 
public,” Pollen said. 

The CRTC still insisted on 
refraining from disclosing fi¬ 
nancial information about ap¬ 


plicants; it also hadn't 
changed its practice of acting 
in the interest of corporations 
to the detriment of the public. 

"Regardless of its decision, 
the CRTC has denied the city 
of Victoria vital information 
which it needed to oppose Vic¬ 
toria Cablevision’s application 
for the rate increase," the 
mayor said. 

The CRTC's excuse that it 
has no right to disclose this 
information, Pollen said, was 
poor. 

During the council meeting, 
earlier Thursday, Pollen stat¬ 
ed there was “intended or un¬ 
intended collusion" between 
Victoria Press, Premier 
Cablevrjsion and B.C. Tel. 

He told council that Stuart 
Underhill, publisher of the 
Times and vice-president of 
Victoria Press which pub¬ 
lishes both the Colonist and 
the Times, has not yet re¬ 
plied to his letter urging him 
to resign from Premier’s 
board of directors. 

That letter, the mayor said, 
was .written in early Sep¬ 
tember and Underhill had 
chosen not to answer it. 

He said the city's “monopo¬ 
listic source of information" 
couldn’t help but be involved 
in a conflict of interest when 
one of its publishers is also on 
the board of directors of Pre¬ 
mier Cablevision which owns 
Victoria Cablevision. 


Proof of that conflict, lie 
said, was that neither daily 
newspaper has darned any 
editorial comment on the ap¬ 
plication for the rate increase. 
The reason was that Victoria 
Press has a financial interest 
in Premier Cablevision he 
said. 

Pollen also told council he 
has definite proof that the 
“evening newspaper” deliber¬ 
ately supressed stories con¬ 
taining^ “public statements 
made by the mayor of Vic¬ 
toria.” Pollen didn’t specify 
what matters the statements 
dealt with. 

B.C. Tel came Into the pic¬ 
ture because of its agreement 
with Victoria Cablevision for 
the use of the utility poles and 
because, he said, rate in¬ 
crease requests by B.C. Tel 
were never opposed editorial¬ 
ly by Victoria Press. 

David Groos, seeking re- 
election as Victoria's Liberal 
MP. also commented on the 
CRTC's decision to reject Vic¬ 
toria Cablevision's application 
for the rate increase. 

Groos was in Edmonton last 
month when the CRTC dealt 
with the application. 

'T was able to show that the 
matter was one of serious 
public concern here, for I rer 
ceived more than 800 replies, 
representing more than 1.000 
people, to an advertisement 
on the subject which I ran in 


' .1 

the papers for just one day,” 
Groos said. 

"I would like to have it on 
record that prompt action by 
the commission was request¬ 
ed, and I am gratified with 
the result,” he added. 

In announcing its decision 
to reject the rate increase ap¬ 
plication. the CRTC sajd the 
applicant failed to convince 
the commission that an in¬ 
crease in subscriber fees is 
necessary for the mainte¬ 
nance and improvement of 
subscriber service. 

This decision, the commis¬ 
sion said, takes into consider¬ 
ation the applicant’s current 
financial position in relation 
to its estimate of the costs of 
improvements proposed and 
that the applicant has kepi 
subscriber fees constant for 11 
years.

Of U.S.-Lewis

WINNIPEG (CP) Cana¬ 
dians should have no fear that 
the United States will make 
war to retain access to Cana¬ 
dian resources, David Lewis. 
New Democratic Leader said 
Friday. 

”1 am worried about the 
fact that the Americans can 
take us over now without a 
war.” 

He made the comment dur¬ 
ing a question and answer 
session at the University of 
Winnipeg as he took a last 
Western campaign swing be¬ 
fore Monday's federal elec¬ 
tion. 

The question w as pul by an 
elderly man in the audience 
of about 1.000. lie asked how 
Lewis would keep Canada

beyond its borders to fight in 
Vietnam. 

Lewis said he would not be 
scared off by. industries say¬ 
ing they would raise prices to 
buyers if forced to pay higher 
taxes. 

“I'm darned if they're going 


to intimidate mo." said the 
NDP leader, who claims 
many corporations have been 
getting off too lightly in the 
matter of taxes. 

The heaviest degree of 
foreign ownership in Canada 
lies in those companies ex¬ 
tracting resources. Lewis 
said. In most cases the re¬ 
sources were sold abroad. 

In general, any resource 
company selling on the world 
market would not he able to 
jack up its prices unless it 
wanted to go out of business. 

As far as oil companies are 
concerned, Lewis said, there 
isn't any competitive market 
anywhere. The major compa¬ 
nies simply divided up the 
world and set prices for their 
products, acting as an “inter¬ 
national cartel.” 

lie urged the audience not 
to “live in fear" of the U.S. or 
the giant international cor¬ 
porations. 

Lewis suggested there are a 
few major items contributing 
to the rising cost of living in

Wants Peace

The military situation has 
been presenting growing prob¬ 
lems lately they said. The 
U.S. bombing has been caus¬ 
ing very serious damage and 
disruptions on a scale not ex¬ 
perienced in past years of the 
heaviest fighting. The block¬ 


ade of North Vietnamese 
ports has cut short necessary 
supplies and those that are 
getting through are limited.

Furthermore, Hanoi has 
been calculating that Nixon 
might offer better terms 
closer to the election date, but 
not after he is re-elected.

While it was held that the
